INFANTILE  MORTALITY 

There  were  two  deaths  among  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  so  that 
the  Infantile  IMortality  Rate  was  3T.7  per  1,000  births,  as  eonipared  with 
one  death  and  a rate  of  19.2  in  1940. 

The  two  deaths  were  of  infants  of  two  weeks  and  7 months  old  and 
due  to  inanition  and  broncho-pneumonia  respectively. 

The  Illegitimate  Infantile  Mortality  Rote  (again  no  deaths)  jier  1,000 
illegitimate  births,  and  the  I.egirimate  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  (two  deaths) 
per  1,000  legitimate  birtlis,  were  respectively  nil.  and  80.8.  These  latter 
rates  were  nil.  and  18.8  for  the  previous  year.

INQUESTS,  UNCERTIFIED  DEATHS  AND

In  res])cc!  of  deatlis  belonging  to  the  district  during  tlie  year,  there 
was  one  incjuest.  Inquests  were  also  held  within  the  district  in  respect 
of  8 non-residents.  Four  deaths  were  “*  Uncertified.” 


No  Coroner’s  certilicates  were  received  of  cases  where  post-mortem 
examination  had  been  made,  but  no  inquest  lield.

There  was  no  case  of  cScarlet  Feyer  notified  in  1941,  so  that  tlie  ense 
rate  and  death  rate  ])er  1,999  of  Mie  jjopulation  were  resDecfivelv  nil  iViVciaa 
rates  for  Enghind  and  \Vales  being  1.47  and  .99.  ^ ’ 
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'I'liere  was  one  ease  oP  Diphtheria;  tiie  ease  oeeurred  ainono  tlie  staff 
of  a hotel  and  was  removed  to  liospital,  hut  proved  fatal.  The  ease  rate 
and  death  rate  of  this  disease,  therefore,  were  eaeli  .1.5  per  1 ,000  of  the  popu- 
lation, those  for  England  and  ^Vales  hein<>  resj)eetively  1.25  and  .07.

iMost  of  tbe  work  was  carried  out  personally  Ity  me  at  the  !o(‘al  schools, 
but  1 am  orateful  for  the  co-operation  of  the  local  medical  ])raetitioners, 
head  teachers,  and  ])artieularly  to  the  County  Health  Visitor,  Miss  Lawson, 
upon  whom  mueli  extra  work  has  fallen. 

Two  cases  of  Cerebro-sj^inal  Meninoitis  were  notified  (1  in  February 
and  1 in  .June)  ; both  were  removed  to  hospital  and  recovery  ensued.

per  1,000  total  (live  and  still  births),  the  same  as  in  1940,  The  rate  (1941) 
for  Enghmd  and  ^Vales  was  2.23  (all  causes). 

Pneumonia. — Two  notifications  were  received.  The  registered  deaths 
from  Pneumonia  (all  forms)  numbered  0. 

Similar  to  the  previous  year,  there  were  no  notifications  of  Typhoid

No  death  occurred,  so  that 
tlie  influenza  death  rate  was  nil.  ]jer  1,000  of  the  ])0])nlation,  as  eomjaired 
with  1 deatli  recorded  and  a death  rate  of  .IT  in  1940.  (Tlie  rate,  1941, 
for  England  and  I^"ales,  was  .19.)

Started  the  year  witli  snow  and  iee,  and  for  the  first  week 
snow  covered  the  ground,  while  the  lakes  were  soon  frozen  and 
skatinc'  was  enjoyed  until  the  middle  of  the  month.  Ground 
frost  was  reydstered  on  20  niydds  and  snow  lay  on  18  days. 
Hainfall  was  very  low. 

h rost  was  registered  on  10  nights  and  rain  fell  on  19  days. 

1 owards  the  end  of  the  month  we  experienced  severe  snow 
which  fell  continuously  for  8 days  and  nights.  1.5  inches  of 
snow  was  measured  and  the  town  was  isolated  for  several 
days.  Severe  rain  and  a gale  on  the  last  2 days  soon  cleared 
the  winter  covering. 

Frost  was  registered  on  11  nights  and  rain  on  18  days.  There 
were  many  very  cold  days. 

\Vinter  was  loath  to  give  way  to  Spring  and  we  had  18  nights 
frost.  Towards  the  end  we  had  a succession  of  fine,  sunny 
days,  hut  it  was  cold. 

Commenced  with  the  dry  sjiell  continuing,  and  frost  at  night 
lasted  until  the  middle  of  the  month  when,  with  a fall  of  over 

2 iiK'hes  of  rain  (2.08  on  the  28rd),  real  Spring  conditions  pre- 
vailed. 

Summer  arrived  almost  on  the  heels  of  winter  and  the  month 
was  warm  and  dry  : 28  rainless  days  with  a temperature  of 
84  on  the  21st. 

Almost  ecpialled  the  example  of  June,  though  with  more  showery 
days  and  very  warm. 

alas,  proved  hy  far  the  wettest  month  of  tlie  year,  with  ins. 
of  rain  which  fell  on  22  days.  There  was  considerable  low 
cloud. 

Was  a fine,  dry  month,  with  several  warm,  delightful  days  ; 
it  probably  was  the  most  enjoyable  month  of  the  year.  Most 
of  the  rain  fell  during  the  night.  Winds  were  slight  and  visi- 
bility good. 

Was  wet  and  rather  depressing.  2.84  ins.  of  rain  on  the  9th 
nearly  gave  us  a flood,  but  the  lack  of  rain  in  th.e  early  part 
of  the  year  lowered  the  height  of  Thirlmere  and  the  reservoir 
was  able  to  take  and  hold  much  of  the  water  that  fell  in  that 
area. 

^\ils  a seasonable  month.  Frost  at  nights  and  many  dark 
and  wet  days. 

Too,  was  uninteresting  until  the  last  week,  when  it  prepared 
us  for  the  winter  which  was  to  follow. 


Grass  crops  were  well  up  to,  and  in  some  cases,  aliove  average.  Roots 
were  good,  though  the  early  dry  spell  affected  the  early  potato  crop. 

Every  gardener  was  amply  rewarded  and  at  harvest  time  all  was  safely 
gathered  in  before  the  local  Harvest  Festivals  were  held  ; this,  however, 
appears  to  pass  unnoticed  by  most  tillers  of  the  soil. 


Heather  Honey  was  almost  a failure  ow’ug  to  the  wet  August,  and 
the  total  honey  yield  was  disappointing.
